Perfume has been used from the oldest 
times. Its exact origin is not certain, but the 
Egyptians were one of the first nations. to 
use. it. The English word comes from the 
Latin per fumum, possibly because of the 
pleasant smoke given off by the aromatic 
guins and woods burned by the ancients 
fhe Greeks not only used it as homage to 
the nes but perfume in the air was sup- 
nosed to be the sign of a deity’s presence, 
n Egypt it was used extensively on all sorts 
of occasions, both funerals_and festivities. As 
you will have read in Herodotus, it was part 
of the. mummification ef wealthy persons, 
cedar oil being injected into the bodies of 
tne dead rich as a preservative. 


Aided Cleopatra. — 


The use .of perfume reached a climax in 
the reign of Cleopatra, and there can be little 
doabt that fantastic and exquisite perfumes 
came to the aid of this queen in her wooing 
uf Mark Antony. : 

Perfume was not regarded “by the ancients 
as exclusively for the use of womep. One 
version of the death of Sardanapalus, King*of 
Assyria, is that, rather than fall into the 
hands of his enemies, he prepared a fire cf 
scented woods and various aromatic sub- 
stances, the heavy scent of which smothered 
himself and his women. 

When Darius was conquered, the g:vet 
Alexander entered his tent, and, finding there 
a casket of precious aromatic herbs, te tl.rew 
them out, and replaced them with the works 
of Homer, Later, however, he seems to 
have converted to perfumes, us he 
praises them in his poems. 

Among the spices, cassia, 
cloves, and nutmeg are 
the principal ingredients 
perfumes. Among the flowers, rose, 
violet, tuberose, orange blossom, jasmine, 
are much used. Musk, a valuable ingredient, 
is a seeretiom of the musk deer. It is one of 
the strongest and most durable of scents. 

Civet is obtained from the civet cat. It is 
extremely unmleasant and strong in its natural 
state, but, diluted and combined with other 
ingredients, it becomes delightful. Indeed, it 
is impossible to imitate some flowers without 
it. 

Ambergris is not, as many suppose, yellow 
somber. but a product from the sperm-whale.

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TRAINING ALSATIAN 
DOGS 
-—— +--—--- 
PRELIMINARY TESTS. 

The Inish Alsatian Club held the first of 
their preliminary tesfs for the training of 
Alsatian dogs in Goff's Bloodstock Mart, 
Merrion square, Dublin, last Saturday after- 
noon. 

In many quarters the Alsatian breed is 
looked upon with disfavour, and some people 
hold the view that the dogs are dangerous and 
prone to attack strangers. The object of 
these tests was to demonstrate that the 
Alsatian is not alone a highly intelligent 
animal, but that he is readily amenable to 
control, and that the breed 18 capable. of 
being trained to any particular work. That 
work naturally depends upon the ‘eccupation 
or demands of the owner. 

The popular idea is that police work is the 
only work for which the Alsatian can be 
trained—an idea that is very erroneous, for 
there are many other uses to which the dogs 
can be put. They can be trained to make 
excellent guard or watch dogs, used for scent 
or track work or to tend sheep. 

With a view to developing all these. 
qualities, the Irish Alsatian Club decided to 
hold a series of tests, and in the preliminary 
trials on Saturday one had an opportunity 
of seeing the progress that had been made 
with a number of the entrants. 

There were about a dozen tests, many of 
them of a very exacting nature. It is not 
easy to train a dog to sit down on command 
and to remain in one position amongst a 
crowd of strangers and spectators while the 
owner goes away for a period. -And yet 
quite a number of those dogs maintained their 
pose and vigil during the test. 

More interesting still was the: demonstra 
tion of the dogs’ sense. of obedience in the 
matter of retrieving. In the ordinary way | 
un dog can be trained to fetch an object 
thrown by the handler; but it is not quite so 
easy to get the dog, in the heat of the chase, 
io stop, return to its owner, and then resume 
the chase at command. In this: test, how 
ever, the Alsatians showed: intelligence of 1 
high order, and their power of sceut was 
also well demonstrated in the tests. wh 
Although there was not as large a number 
of entries as might have been expected, there 
was sufficient evidence given in the work of 
the different entrants to. show. that the};

"WES QUAKER FRIEND.

N Boswell’s “Life of Johnson” the 

author relates that, when staying at 
Ashbourne as the guests of Doctor Taylor, 
im the year 1777, they sat up one night 
Jéng after their host had retired, having, 
as Johnson himself would say, “a good 
talk.” The conversation turned upon 
many differént subjects, and Boswell 
mentions that his hero was highly 
diverted with the satire of a contributor 
to the Critical Review, in dealing with a 
vemarkable book, only then recently 
published, entitled ‘‘ A Spiritual Diary 
and Soliloquies,’’ by John Rutty, M.D. 
The diarist was such an eccentric indi- 
vidual, and the “ Diary” is such a 
curious production, that some account oi 
the writer and the “Diary” may be 


worth recording. 


Rutty was a .medical practitioner in 
Dublin in the middle years of the 
eighteenth century, and, as Boswell states, 
‘fone of the people called Quakers.’’ He 
was a native of Wiltshire, and, having 
completed the study of medicine abroad, 
he settled in Dublin in the year 1724. 
Besides the “Diary” he was also the 
author of mumerous works such as “ An 
Jissav towards a Natural History of the 
County of Dublin ’’: “ A Synopsis of the 
most celebrated Mineral and Medicina! 
Waters of the World”; ‘‘A History of 
the Quakers in Ireland,” and ‘‘A Forty 
Years’ Chronological Historv of the 
Weather and the prevailing Diseases in 


Dublin.”’ 


The “Diary” covers the period 1753 
io 1775. It was published some time 
miter his death, and in accordance with 
a direction in his will that nothing in 
the original manuscript was to be altered 
or suppressed. The introduction, by an 
mnonvmous editor, contains a testimonial 
signed by some fifty of the late doctor's 
friends, among whom are found the 
familiar Quaker names of Bewley, 
OClibborn, Jaffrey and Pike. From this 
document it appears that Rutty was a 
prominent member of the Societ) of 
Friends in Dublin, a constant attendant 
at their meetings. and held in hich esteem 
as a skilful and successful physician. His 
temper is described as pleasing and well- 
guarded, his disposition as tolerant, and, 
in spite of the many self-condemning 
entries in the “ Diarv,’’ he is referred to 
as temperate in eating and drinking, an 
early riser and an industrious worker. He 
was a warm friend to the poor, daily 
placing his medical skill at their service, 
and, as becoming a Quaker, his dress and 


mode of living were unostentatious, 


MEETINGS WITH WESLEY. 


In his ‘‘ Journal.’’ under the date of 
25ti)- April, 1748, John Wesley, then ill 
in Dublin, writes: ‘‘ Finding my fever 
greatly increased, I judged it would be 
best to keep my hed. On Tuesday I was 
quite well and should have preached, but 
that Doctor Rutty (who had been with 
me twice) insisted on mv resting for a 
time’! Wesley returned to Dublin in the 
following year, and records on the 24th 
May: “ The cold which I had for some 
days crowing worse and worse. and the 
swelling which began in my cheek 
increasing greatly and paining me much, 
Í sent for Doctor Rutty, but in the mean- 
time I applied boiled nettles. which took 


away the pain in a moment.’ 


Some twenty-six years later Wesley was 
igain in Dublin, and refers to a visit 
which he pawl on the 6th April, 1775, to 

that venerydle man, Doctor Rutty, just 
tottering over the grave, but still clear in 
lis understanding, full of faith and love. 
and patiently waiting till his change 
should come. Rutty was then living on 
ihe drawingroom floor of a house in Boot 


lane, for which he paid an annual rent 


of £10. Here he passed away three weeks 
after Wesley's visit, and was buried in 
the old (Juaker cemetery which formerly 
occupied the site of the present College 


of Surgeons in St Stephen's Green. 


In Rutty’s day the keeping of diaries 
was a common practice among men of 
rédentary habits, and in some of these old 
commonplace books the writer frequently 
chronicled the state of his mind from day 
lo day, with a view to the correction of 


dus faults and failings. This was, 


evidently, the intention of Dr. Rutty, but 
w perusal of this stranve farrago shows 
low one’s faults may be again and again 
confessed, and yet go unamended. Rutty

* little histories,’’ and, probably “because 


jhere was no Mrs. Rutty, there is no 


record of domestic jars or jealousies such 
as enliven the pages of Pepys. We need 


not Jook in Rutty’s soliloquies for that 


charming unconsciousness with which the 
Seeretary to the Admiralty confessed his 
little foibles; for this old Dublin Quaker, 
in setting out his shortcomings, does so 
knowingly and with intention, hoping that 
vthers may profit by his confessions. 
According to the diarist his besetting 
sings come under three heads:—‘* Too 
great a love for the study of materia 
medica and meteorology, irritability of 
te r, and an excessive enjoyment of 
food--but he touches on other subjects as 
will be seen from some of the entries

The settlement of the Roman question 
calls to mind, a correspondent writes, the 
so-called “: Prophecy of St. Malachy,” a 
document which has excited ever-increas- 
ing interest since the days of Napoleon. 
when the Papacy became involved in so 
of years ago, he fell! remarkable a series of vicissitudes. 

Every Irishman knows that St. Malachy, 
who died in 1148, in the arms of his friend 
and biographer, St. Bernard of Clairvaux, 
was a monk of Bangor and Archbishop of 
Armagh. He was in Rome in 1139, and 
is said then to have teceived a vision 
concerning the fortunes of the Popes from 
that time until the end of the world. The 
story goes that he wrote down his vision 
and gave his manuscript to the reigning 
Pontiff, Pope Innocent II., to console him 
in his trouble. and that the manuscript 
lay forgotten in the Vatican archives for 


At any rate, the document is said to 
have been discovered in 1590, and it was 
printed by a Benedictine historian in 


It consists of a list of 112 Latin 
epithets, which purport to describe the 
Pontificates from the days of Innocent 
II. until the world’s end. By collating a 
list of the Popes with these epithets, some 
truly remarkable correspondences are 
found. It is well, perhaps, to dismiss 
those Popes who reigned before the end 
of the sixteenth century, since we have 
no proof that the prophecy was not 
written after their lives: but how are we 
to explain the coincidence of epithets 
printed in 1595 with traits of character, 
names of birthplaces, heraldic emblems 
and so on, which were associated with 
Pontiffs of the succeeding three centuries ? 

Pius VI., who became Pope in 1775, 
left Rome to travel into Austria, and. at 
the end of a long Pontificate. was exiled 
from Rome. He is described prophetically 
as Peregrinus apostolicus, The reign of 
the next Pope, Pius VII., who was elected 
in 1800, is signified by the prophetic 
emblem, Aquila rapar, The eagles of 
Napoleon’s standards dominated - his 
Pontificate. He saw the Papal States 
invaded, and he was forced by Napoleon's 


With Pius IX. (1846-1878) we come to 
events still livid in living memory, and 
enter upon a remarkable series of corre- 
spondencies. This Pope’s troubled Ponti- 
ficate saw the fall of Rome to the House 
of Savoy, whose emblem is a Cross. How 
fitly then is ‘‘ Pio Nono,’’ signified in the 


The text Pope, Leo XITT. (1878-1903) is 
called Lumen in Calo, and, apart from 
the appropriateness of this to his brilliant 
reign, it is a fact that his family coat of 
arms displayed a shining star set in an 
azure sky. He was succeeded by Pope 
Pius X., who was so conspicuous for his 
ardent piety that a movement for his 
canonisation is afoot ; this Pope was fore- 


Yet more remarkable is the epithet 
applied to the next Pontificate—Relivio 
depopulata. When Benedict XVI. assumed 
the tiara in 1914 this ominous phrase 
was quoted by many, but few guessed how 
dreadfully appropriate it would prove to 
the Pontificate that was to see the 
Christian world depopulated by war and 


The hundred-and-fifth Pope from the 
days of St. Malachy—Pope Pius XI.—is 
described as Fides intrepida. This phrase 
certainly seems apt in describing the 
Pontiff, who has displayed so much

BISHOP URGES PEOPLE TO 
IGNORE SOPHISTRY. 


In the course of his Lenten pastoral Dr. 
Fogarty, Roman Catholic Bishop of Killaloe, 
warns his flock against loss of respect for the 
property of others. 

The spirit of honesty is in danger at 
present, says his lordship. Those who have 
the handling of other people's money, like 
clerks, collectors and shop assistants, and 
those who get goods on credit are exposed to 
special temptation, acting on the delusive 
principte that “T will take to-day and put 
ack to-morrow,’’ which to-morrow never 
comes, 

Let us be honest even to a penny; let us 
give honest goods and honest work; let us 
deny ourselves and pay our lawful debts on 
the principle of being just before we are 
generous; let us close our ears to sophistry 
and pay our land annuities like honest 
Catholics and good Irishmen. 

The great world war has, unfortunately, 
shaken the sense of authority everywhere and 
in everything. The atmosphere of society 18 
nearly everywhere poisoned with self-conceit 
inder the name of “ independent spirit” and 
“the right to do what we like,” so that 
richtful obedience is often regarded as a 
weakness rather than what it really is—a 
Divine virtue. 

It is well known that there is a secret 
ooely operating amongst us, swearing in 
voune boys under the lure of patriotism to 
uso them afterwards, perhaps, as dupes for 
the commission of awftl crimes against 
human life and public peace. That is not the 
vay of Christ. Have nothing to do with 
them. If you do, know clearly that it is a 
sin against God, as well as a crime against 
your country, and will be your undoing. 
There is no justification whatever for secret 
plotting in a lend as free as ours. 

DANGER OF MORAL DECAY. 

Referring to the virtue of modesty, Dr. 
Fogarty continues :—I am aware that a notion 
has got abroad that our people, especial] our 
young girls, are not what they used to he in 
this matter. But that is not my experience 
1. this diocese, and I suppose we are no 
hetter than others. It is not fair to gene 
ralise from a few unhappy instances that 
occasionally oceur to the sorrow of us all. It 
must be admitted, however, that this particu- 
lar virtue is exposed to special danger in our 
time because of the anas of life, the 
passion for amusements and pleasure, and the 
foul things with which we are made 
daily familiar in a malodorous Press. 
As a protection to themselves the young 
should keep close to their homes, 
and be guided by their parents, be 
careful of the companions they choose, and 
read only what is wholesome and pure. There 
should be in every house, and regularly read, 
at least a copy of. the New Testament, and a 

weekly Catholic paper. It is further. 
more incumbent that people generally, the 
whole community, both old and young, should 
give no countenance to what is indecent 
either in bookstall, the newspaper shop, or 
picture houses. 

I repeat again that the only canker that 
could kill the faith of Treland would be moral 
decay; and that would do it if it ever came 
to peat as 1 believe and hope under God, 
with the prayers of the Blessed Virgin and 
St. Patrick, it never will; but we cannot 


afford to live on the merits of our forefathers.

God, but they crucified our Lord, and their 
temple is no more. |

TERMINAL OF A NEW 
ATLANTIC ROUTE.

The development of Galway as the 
terminal port for a new trans-Atlantx 
steamer service linking up with Great 
Britain and the Continent is the project 
which has induced Colonel Fitzmaurice to 
resign his position as Commanding Officer 
of the Irish Free State Army Air Force. 

Halifax, Nova Scotia, will be the other 
terminal port of the new trans-Atlantic 
fleet, and the scheme, which is said to 
have heavy financial backing in Canada 
and the United States, will include: 

Electric railway from Galway to Dublin. 

Train ferry from Dublin to Liverpool. 

Train ferry from England to the Con- 


tinent. 
Aeroplane and seaplane service between 
Galway, Baldonnel, Queenstown, 


Croydon and Paris. 

Transport experts, Colonel Fitzmaurice 
stated, have come to the conclusion that 
there will be fewer ships required for 
this route than for others, and that the 
fact that two days’ less coaling will be 
required on each voyage will mean a 
Paving of £1,000 per journey. 


ELECTRIC RAILWAY 
TO DUBLIN. 


"PLANES AND TRAIN 
FERRIES TO BE UTILISED. 


_ From Our Own CorresPonDenr. 
CORK, Sunday. 

Colonel Fitzmaurice, when I interviewed 
him to-day on his return from Germany, 
where he attended the funeral of Baron 
von Huenefeld, outlined his reasons for 
resigning from the position of Command- 
ing Officer of the Free State Army Air 
Force. 

These centre in the establishment of a 
new trans-Atlantic sailing route, with 
Halifax and Galway as terminal ports, 
linked up by train ferry and air services 
with the great industrial centres of both 
Continents. 

Colonel Fitzmaurice said that during 
his stay in the United States, following 
his trans-Atlantic flight in the Bremen, 
he had been approached by prominent 
railway and shipping magnates there re- 
garding this project, and, despite the huge 
sum Bad in the undertaking, there 
was no doubt that: the capital would be 
forthcoming. 

“It is a cold business proposition,’’ he 
said, ‘‘carefully planned out, without any 
sentiment behind it, My first considera- 
tion at the moment is the establishment 
of Galway as a terming) port, but it 18 
not unlikely that J ill shortly pay 
another visit to America.”’ 

COUNTY GALWAY PORT. 

Outlining the plans for this side of the 

Atlantic, Colonel Fitzmaurice said that 
at a point about five miles from Galway 
there was a quay-side capable i accom- 
modating the ó an sa trans-Atlantic liners 
afloat. All that was required was the 
construction of a great pier, with adequate 
Galway sidings connected with Dublin. 
This would involve the expenditure of one 
and a half million pounds. 
The next step was the electrification of 
the railway system between Galway and 
Dublin. Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert, the 
contractors for the Shannon scheme, were 
prepared to carry out this section of the 
project. i 

At Dublin boats, similar to the train 
ferries at present plying between Harwich 
and the Continent, would meet the trains 
from the West of Ireland, and would 
transfer the -passengers and cargoes to 
London and the industria] district of the 
North of England, via Liverpool. 

USE OF ’PLANES. 
On the East coast of England there 
would be a connection with further ferry 
trains for Germany and other countries in 
North-Eastern Europe. 

Aeroplane and seaplane bases are to be 
established in the vicinity of Galway. 
These would be linked up with the aero- 
dromes at Baldonnel (Dublin), Queens- 
town, Croydon and Paris, thus giving an 
air service throughout the length and 
breadth of Europe. 

It would be possible, declared Colonel 
Fitzmaurice, for a man to leave Chicago 
and arrive in Berlin in less than half the 
time it takes at present, even without re- 
course to the air. 

INDUSTRIAL ENGLAND. 

The aeroplane services would prove of 
tremendous value to Ireland, as the num- 
ber of first-class passengers arriving 1n 
this country would be considerably in- 
creased if such facilities were available. 

“ The great importance of this scheme,”’ 

said the Colonel, *‘is that it will bring 
the great industrial districts of Northern 
England—Sheffield, Manchester and Brad- 
ford—into cheaper and more direct trad- 
ing with Canada and the great wealthy 
districts of the Middle West of America.”’ 
The Canadian-Pacific Railway from the 
very first, he said, had favoured the pro- 
ject. They desire to build up Halifax as 
the great clearing port of the Dominions, 
and already, through the Lake district, 
American railroad and shipping con- 
trollers were finding that Halifax pro- 
vided the most economic port in the 
Western Contingent for European ship- 
ments. ; 
In addition to this, American railway- 
men were desirous of building - a greal 
tourist traffic system from San Francisco 
and the Western coast to Halifax, instead 
of the longer route through New York. 
Between San Francisco and Chicago there 
already existed a service in which the day 
portions of the journey were made by 
aeroplane and the night by train, and if 
was proposed that this should be extended 
to Halifax. In the same way various 
centres throughout Canada and the United 
States could be tapped. 

A BUSINESS PROPOSITION. 
Directors of shipping concerns who had 
already examined the Halifax-Galway 
route had come to the conclusion that it 
was one of the most economic propositions 
for trans-Atlantic transport, both as re- 
gards passengers and mails, Colonel Fitz. 
maurice himself has been in consultation 
with transport experts, whose opinions are 
unanimous on this point. 

“These experts have come to the con 
clusion,’’ he added, “ that not alone will 
there be a great saving upon capitalisa- 
tion owing to the shorter sea voyage which 
will necessitate fewer ships on the route, 
but also there will be two days’ coaling 
saved also at the very lowest estimate. 
This would mean a saving of one thousand 


pounds per voyage.”’ 


WILL BENEFIT PORT 
OF CORK. 
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AIRMAN REASSURES A 
DEPUTATION. 


A deputation of representative Cork 
citizens waited on Colonel Fitzmaurice on 
his arrival at Queenstown, after I had 
interviewed him. The deputation included 
the Lord Muyor, Mr. Sean French, T.D., 
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flight, they asked him for his views re- 
garding Cork Harbour as a centre for 
trans-Atlantic traffic to and from Great 
Britain and the Continent. 

Mr. Hennessey pointed out that in the 
years before the war Queenstown had been 
a calling ea for all the British trans- 
Atlantic liners. The Mauretania and 
Lusitania had always entered and left the 
harbour without difficulty. Cork Harbour, 
he claimed, was the natural outlet for Ire- 
land's communications with the American 
Continent, and required very little outlay 
to make it a base for European air con- 
nections. Sir Alan Cobham, on his recent 
visit, had reported very favourably regard. 
ing the possibilities for development of 
Queenstown as a seaplane base. 

INCREASED TRADE FOR CORK, 

Colonel Fitzmaurice described the 
Galway project to the deputation, but 
pointed out that while Galway would be a 
terminal port, Queenstown could continue 
to be a port of call. As a matter of fact, 
he said, the establishment of the western 
port as a terminus would in no way mili- 
tate against Cork Harbour’s importance ; 
| but, on the contrafy, would bring in- 
creased trade to Cork, as the port could 
be linked up by air service with Galway 
and Cherbourg. 

“We are not viewing this scheme from 
a local or parochial standpoint,’’ he 
added, “ but as a great national question, 
the possibilities of which are incalculable. 
Its success will mean increased prosperity 
for the country as a whole.”’ 

In the course of his conversation with me, 
Colonel Fitzmaurice said that his plan 
would mean the solution of the Gaeltacht 
problem, which was one of the greatest 
difficulties facing the Free State. The 
great majority of the Gaeltacht people 
lived in Galway, he said, and they would 
find employment in the harbour and rail- 
way works there in increased numbers as 
Galway developed. 
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EXPERT ADVICE FOR 
DEPUTIES. 


ECONOMIC COUNCIL 
SUGGESTED. 


‘“‘Deputies never really i want they 
are ike tr about,” said Mr. R.°J. P. Morti- 
shed, in a lecture on ‘‘ National Economic 
Councils” to the Literary and Economic 
Society of the Cork Municipal School of Com- 
merce on Saturday last. . 

Mr. Mortished made it plain that he was 
using the word “know” in the sense in 
which it can be said that a farmer or a 
carpenter “ knows ” his job. Deputies could 
not be expected to be experts on the wide 
variety of matters that come before them as 
legislators. Yet expert knowledge was as 
necessary in State-building as in house- 
building. | 

One of the weaknesses of the parliamentary 
system, said Mr. Mortished, was that it did 
not effectively mobilise the specialised know- 
ledge and character of the leaders in the 
various branches of economic activity and 
place them at the disposa] of the nation as a 
whole. Ministers had, of course, the assist- 
ance of departmental officials, and could con- 
sult experts, but such consultation was piece- 
meal and unsatisfactory on .other grounds, 
and there was no definite machinery to en- 
sure a long-sighted co-ordination of the work 
of the various departments, 

The lecturer went on to give details of the 
structure and method of work, and of the 
achievements of the Nati--al Economic Coun- 
cils of Germany and France. Both of these 
had several years of practical working to 
their credit, the German Council having been 
established in 1920 and the French in 1925. 
In both countries it was now proposed to 
put the Councils on a permanent footing. 

In other countries the same idea had been 
given effect- for example, in Italy, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Poland—and it was worth while 
considering whether it would not be well to 
establish such a body in Ireland, not as a 
substitute for either Dail or Seanad, but as a 
body competent to advise the legislature and 
the Government on all important social 
economic questions. 
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THE CENSORSHIP BILL. 


BISHOP’S “ NO COMPROMISE ” 
CALL. 


In his Lenten Pastoral the Most Rev, Dr. 
Hackett, Bishop of Waterford and Lismore, 
calls attention to the jubilee of Pope Pius 
XI. and to the treaty of peace between the 
Holy See and the Kingdom of Italy. 
“Thus,” says his lordship, '' what we might 
call the years of captivity have come to a 
close. The Roman Pontiff is officially re- 
cognised, not merely as a spiritua}, but also 
as a temporal Sovereign. A desire for peace, 
as well as for the recognition of mutual 


rights, has influenced the proceedings on 
each side, with the happy results an- 
nounced. 


“In addition to the celebration of the 
Sacerdotal Jubilee of the Holy Father, Ire 
land will commemorate this year the cen- 
tenary of the Catholic Emancipation Act, 
passed 13th of April, 1829. . . e can 
be generous enough to ignore the motives 
which led to the passing of the Act. 
Although there were many highminded men 
here and in England who helped O’Connell 
to win such a large measure of freedom for 
Catholics, yet the fact will ever remain, the 
historical accuracy of which cannot be ques- 
tioned, the Emancipation Act was pot 
es to elevate a down-trodden people. 

No feeling of bitterness remains in our hearts 
to-day. We have no desire to recall the con- 
ditions of the past, to foster rancour or 
sectarian strife. We wish to live in peace, 
granting to others the freedom which we 
enjoy. . . . The greatest and proudest 
memories which Ireland can cherish will be 
recalled—memories which must inspire grati- 
tude to God for the gift of faith which He in 
His goodness bestowed upon her, and for the 
graces by which He enabled her to accept 
and safeguard that gift under the stress of 
trial and persecution. 

VIGILANCE COMMITTEES. 

“One of the great sources of danger to the 

rising generation is to be found in the bad 
literature and immoral representations which 
are met with. A noble effort has been made 
by the Irish Vigilance Association to stem 
this tide of corruption. The Central Execu- 
tive, established in Dublin, pleads for the 
formation of branch committees throughout 
the country. This suggestion we warmly 
commend to the clergy and laity of this 
diocese. Co-operation on the part of the 
parents will safeguard their children from 
this menace to faith and morals. We wish 
to remind those responsible for the entertain- 
ments provided in our theatres and picture 
houses, of the grave responsibility resting 
upon them to secure that nothing indecent or 
suggestive be exhibited; otherwise irreparable 
harm will be done to the young and inno- 
cent, of whom our Divine Lord said: ‘ But 
he that shall scandalise one of these little 
ones that believe in Me, it were better for 
him that a mill-stone should be hanged 
around his neck and that he should be 
drowned in the depths of the sea.’ 
“In spite of the secret influence enployed 
to mutilate the principles of the Evil Litera- 
ture Bill, the second reading of which has 
been passed unanimously in the Dail, we feel 
confident that a thorough legislative enact. 
ment will safeguard our young people. There 
can be no compromise with these who, under 
the plea of safeguarding liberty, would 
minimise the provisions of this bill. |The 
abuse of liberty becomes a licence which, if 
not restrained, leads to ruin. Public feeling 
will not tolerate the legal sanction of the 
introdnetion, amongst a pure people, of 
works the perusal of which must corrupt the 
minds of the young.”

IN JEOPARDY. 


OVER FOUR MILLION 
POUNDS DEFICIT.

GRAVE PROBLEM FOR | 
ANNUAL CONGRESS.

Interviewed yesterday by an /rish Tames 
representative, Mr.. P. J. Quinn, President 
of the Irish National Teachers’ Organisation, 
declined to make any statement regarding the 
deficiency of £4,210,364 in the Teachers 
Pension Fund, which will form one of the 
principal topics of discussion at the teachers’ 
annual congress, to be held in Waterford at 
Easter. 

Mr. T. J. O'Connell, T.D., leader of the 
Labour Party in Dail Eireann, and General 
Secretary of the Irish National Teachers 
Organisation, also declined to express an 
opinion on the subject as the matter is under 
consideration by the Executive Committee of 
the organisation. 

The deficiency was disclosed by an acturial 
investigation ordered by Mr. Blythe, Free 
State Minister of Finance. The present value 
of the liabilities for existing pensions and 
prospective benefits, in other words, exceeds 
by almost four and a quarter million pounds 
the total assets of the fund, including the 
present value of State grants and future 
teachers’ contributions; so that on a strictly 
actuarial basis the funds are sufficient to 
provide for only 63 per cent. of existing and 
prospective pensions. 


POSSIBLE SOLUTIONS, 

If the whole deficiency were to be made 
~~ by increasing the contributions payable 
y the teachers themselves, it would mean an 
increase of 8} per cent. on the present contri- 
butions | 

To redeem the whole of the deficiency 
without increases of contributions, the cor- 
responding annual] charges would be £212,000 
for gorty years, or £196,000 for fifty years 

In the case of those alternatives the con- 
tinuance of the existing State grant is 
assumed. ‘‘In practice," says the Actuary, 
“it might be found more appropriate to 
merge one or both of the existing grants in 
the new subvention by suitable communta- 
tion.” 

It is understood thag no recommendation 
will be made to the Ministry pending the 
annual Congress of the Teachers’ Organisa- 
tion.

NORTHERN IRELAND 
 FINANCES. 


MINISTER CORRECTS 
MISSTATEMENTS, 


“ Finance, particularly upon the national 
seale, is something of a puzzle to the average 
man,” said the Northern Ireland Minister of 
Finance in an interview last Saturday. ‘‘ It is 
nut, surprising, therefore, if people who have 
littie understauding of such questions not only 
mislead the public, but make themseives 
ridiculous when they attempt to explain such 
matters.” 

‘Explanations have been put forward 
from certain quarters of. Ulster’s finances, 
and views are propounded with all the airs 
of an infaliible authority that have been 
utterly lacking in even a faint resemblance to 
the truth.” : 

Having read some newspaper cuttings from 
the Nationalist Press relating to the subject 
which had been handed him, Mr. Pollock 
said—“ I have noticed fantastic statements 
cuncerning the public finances of Ulster, 
which have appeared in a certain section of 
tne Press. One's time is sufficiently employed 
in attending to public duties with- 
out being expected to nail down every in- 
accuracy which is in circulation. In fact, 1 
would have time for very little else if I were 
to deal with every misstatement which I see 
in print in certain quarters. But in view of 
the persistence of some of them and the 
cbyect with which they are uttered it may 
be well that [ should deal with them at once 
it order that no section of the community 
should be left in doubt as to our financial! 
prsition,”’ 

“The writer of one article appears to have 
had before him what is commonly known a: 
‘the Exchequer account ' for the period which 
ended on the 51st January last, and he makes 
the following astounding statements ;— 
REMARKABLE ALLEGATIONS. 

The total revenue for the period was 
£6,522,076, being a fall of £1,451,132 com- 
pared with the corresponding period of the 
previous year.” He goes on to suggest that 
under the head of ‘ Other Receipts‘ a corres- 
ronding decrease of £1,875,276 has occurred, 
and, then proceeding to moralise on the sub- 
ject, concludes that the decline is all the 
more remarkable when it is recalled that the 
revenue from estate duties rose considerably. 

‘Then we have headlines in heavy type. 
that the reserved revenue is * almost two 
nullion down,’ and a little bit later on some 
remarkable conclusions are drawn in regard 
to land purchase annuities. 

“The most outrageous misstatement in the 
whole article is the following, which I quote 
as it actually appeared:—* During the ten 
months ended 31st January not a penny was 
paid towards Northern Ireland’s contribution 
to the cost of the Army, Navy, Air Force 
or other services, although during the corres. 
ponding period in the previous year a sum of 
£1,006,250 was handed over.’ That is a 
characteristic example of the errors of 
amateur financiers; but these atatements have 
appeared more than once and it is possible 
their constant reiteration may be believed by 
someone and so do damage to the credit of 
the province in some quarters, I think the 
time has come orce and for all to explode 
these blazing falsehoods, 

“NOT ONE WORD OF TRUTH.” 

“I wish, therefore, to state most clearly 
that there 1s not one word of truth in the 
statements which I have just quoted. The 
Imperial contribution is being paid steadily 
month by month by deduction from the vield 
of the reserved taxes, which are collected for 
us by the Imperial Government. Everywhere 
the collection of revenue is proceeding 
normally. I hope, however, that’ the errors 
into which the writer of those articles has 
fallen is due, perhaps, to hopeless Jack of 
familiarity with financial statements and not 
to deliberate misrepresentation, Had he been 
in a better position to judge he would have 
noticed that in this year’s monthly accounts 
we only show the net amount we received 
in respect of these reserved taxes, after de- 
duction of the contribution and various items 
of reserved expenditure 

“Last year we brought the gross revenue 
into one side of the accounts, and we showed 
the whole expenditure on the other. This, 
in a word, and it is plan upon the accounts, 
explains the whole matter. I am glad to 
have the opportunity of stating this, since, 
as 1 have already mentioned, such outlandish 
misstatements cannot be allowed to pass un- 
noticed. I hope there will now be an end of 
them. I leave it to the writer's sense of 
decency to make the amende to his readers 
for having misled them, assuming always that 
they have put any reliance upon the state- 
ments.”’

Method and Markets. 


Our London Correspondent reports that 
the final stages of the British Govern- 
ment’s ‘‘ de-rating’’ proposals will be 
introduced this week. For Irish observers 
the most interesting aspect of the 
‘“‘de-rating ” scheme is the bold effort 
which it. implies to. render agriculture 
profitable once more. When the farmer’s 
land is relieved of rates, the farmer may 
be able, even in seasons of low prices for 
produce, to make his accounts balance. 
At present, he toils in vain. Dr, George 
O’Brien, in his newly-published work, 
** Agriculgmral Economics,’* points out 
that the economics of agriculture differ 
profoundly from the economics of indus- 
trial production. Unlike the manufac- 
turer, the farmer cannot afford, at any 
time, no matter how bad the price for his 
wares, to cease production. The nature 
of his capita forbids him to suspend 
operations. Machinery can stand idle 
without injury; but the land, ever living 
and active, must be worked or it will 
inflict injury on its owner. -The farmers 
must make a big annual outlay. As the 
economists say, he must apply ‘‘ doses of 
capital’’ to his land. He must carry out 
repairs; he must engage Jabour, and he 
must pay rates, taxes and instalments on 
mortgage or annuity. .To abandon his 
farm is to abandon his lhome—every 
farmer is adscript to the soil. His posi- 
tion among producers, therefore, is 
peculiar, and the community must accord 
to him a peculiar consideration. 

Every _ man. is unwilling to abandon 
capital investments, and the farmer is 
constrained to continue production even 
when prices are falling. Always, there- 


be a ‘‘lag’’ between the readjustment of 
production and a fall in prices. On the 
other hand, agricultural production, 
requiring a season for the growth of every 
crop, tends to toil after a rising market 
in vain. Market fluctuations, therefore, 
despite occasional chances of fortune, are 
predominantly opposed to the farmer's 
interest. Often he lays out money in the 
spring, to be rewarded in the autumn by 
payment in termsofa fallen market; and 
his disadvantage ‘‘ is further intensified 
by the fact that the farmer usually sells 
in the wholesale and buys in the retail 
market,” If agriculture is to be rescued 
from. what appears to be a natural dis. 
advantage, the farmers and the State alike 
must. strive to reduce the fluctuations of 
the market. There still are farmers, and 
there still are managers of co-operative 
societies, who cherish the hope of rapid 
gain through the artful marketing of 
produce. These ought to reflect upon the 
proven fact that the balance of advantage 
always’ is tilted against the agricultural 
productr; The farmer’s need is the 
stabilisation of prices, so that he can lay 
his plans and invest his money in the 
assurance of a reasonable margin of profit 
Stable: prices can be attained only by 
orderly marketing... Only by orderly 
marketing ean supply be adjusted to 
demand in such manner that the producer 
may enjoy the’ maximum advantage 
without the dislocation of his processes.

Furthermore, the Vatican has pro- 
pitiated republican ‘tentiment by its 
ruthless war upon the Action Francatse— 
the royalist party in France--despite the 
fact. that a large proportion of the 
Royalists is Roman Catholic.

prestige and influence which it has 
brought to the Holy See. The comments 
of the Press show that the political mind 
of France is engaged chiefly with the 
settlement as a stimulus to Italian 
imperialism.

THE EARL OF CLANCARTY. 
We regret to announce the death of Wil- 
liam Frederick Le Poer Trench, fifth Earl of 


Wunlo Ledge, Buckinghamshire, cf pneu- 
menia, following influenza.

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister at one 
time may have considered retirement from 
a political career, but he has no present 
intention of resigning, particularly as he 
has added to his reputation at the Boa) 
of Trade. The only Minister who js 
known to be retiring at the dissolution ia 
the First Lord of the Admiralty, and 
little doubt. exists that Mr. Bridgeman's 
name will figure in the dissolution honours 
Jist. 


An Early Election. 


A general election cannot take place 
until after May lst, but opinion on ail 
sides calis for an appeal to the country 
at the earliest inoment, and it is possile 
that the date may be advanced, if at all 
possible, to a Wednesday in May. Tie 
public view is that, if a general election 
must take place, the sooner the better. A 
point in favour of an early appeal is that 
Mr. Churchill favours an election in May, 
and will try to get his Budget through in, 
good time so that the decks mav be clear 
Since his Finance Bill may be a “rest 
factor in the issue, Mr. Churchill's 
anxiety is easily understood. 


Bookmakers’ Politics. 


The bookmakers actively supp rted t 
Socialist in the recent by-election 
Battersea, and the Attorneyv-ienera!, Sir 
Thomas Inskip, speaking at Stowmarket 
last night, remarked that “the alliance 
was a curious one. since the bookinakers 
believed apparently that all would be wel!

HIGHER TEMPERATURES.

The report from the Air 
Ministry indicated that outside of the 
fog area the temperature, under the 
influence of the sun, would probably go 
above freezing point, but was not likely 
to interfere with skating. 

At Croydon at ten o'clock yesterday 
morning the temperature had risen to 
30 degrees, or two degrees of frost, the 
highest reached for several days. The

HOW BURGLARS GOT THE

At: ‘yesterday's ‘Cabinet meeting the 
Government decided to demand a vote oí 
confidence on the question of the disposal 


of ecclesiastical property and the 
authorisation of certain missionary Orders 
to re-establish their headquarters in 


France. 

These two questions, which formerly 
constituted Articles 70 and 71 of the 
Budget for 1929, were responsible in- 
directly for the fall of the last Poincare 
Cabinet. They have been re-introduced 
into, the Supplementary Estimates Bill in 
an amended form as Articles 33 to 43, and 
once again the Finance Committee of the 
Chamber has decided that they must form 
the text of a separate measure, on the 

round that thev are not strictly a 
laanciel nmiatter, and, in fact, are really 
political. . 

Their discussion in the Chamber may be 
expected to re-open the whole question cf 
Church and State in France, just as it did 
when they appeared in the text of the 
Budget. As, however, the technique of 
procedure in the Chamber offers M. 
Poincaré ‘ample opportunity for postpon- 
ing them, it is hoped that a compromise 
may be reached, 

The Government’ also decided to reject 
‘certain amendments to the Judicial Re- 
form Bill, now before the Chamber, in- 
‘troduced by the Socialist Radicals, and to 
make the matter a vote of confidence. The 
ainendments are designed to re-establish 
al) thé Districts Courts abolished in 1926, 
for reasons of economy. | 

The Government bill envisages the re- 
establishment of only a certain number of 
these courts. There seems Very little 
doubt that M. Poincaré will be victorious 
on a division.

INDIAN PRINCES AND 
BRITISH RAd. 


SIGNIFICANT ACTION, 


Tu a leading article The 7'tmes says :—Last 
week will be memorable ín the political 
history of India, for on Wednesday a power- 
ful and important body of Indian leaders for- 
mally and deliberately entered the political 
lists as allies and supporters of the British 
Raj. Their action took the form of a resolu- 
tion moved in the Chamber of Princes at 
Delhi .by its Chancellor, the Maharajah of 
Patiala, and carried without a dissentient 
veice. The resolution was clearly intended 
as a reply to the preposterous ultimatum 
first moved by Mr. Gandhi, and passed with 
unuessential modifications by the delegates to 
the National Congress ‘at Calcutta, on’ De- 
cember ól, and to the amendment favouring 
complete independence, which was defeated 
by no large majority on the same occasion. 

The Maharajah’s resolution can have left no 
doubt of the attitude of the ruling Princes of 
Northern and Western India towards the wild 
proposals of ‘the Congress. While adhering 
to their policy of non-interference im_ the 
affairs of British India, and wishing its politi- 
cal progress well, the Princes and chiefs, in 
view of the recent pronouncements of a 
section of British. Indian politicians, indica- 
tive of a movement towards complete inde- 
pendenee, recorded their dissent to any pro- 
posals for the adjustment of equitable rela- 
tinns between their States and British India, 
unless such proposals proceed upon the 
initial hasis of the British connection. 

The importance of the Princes’ resolution 
lies in the fact that these rulers, whose 
prestige still stands high in India, and the 
majority of whom belong to the higher 
Hindu castes, have given a lead to public 
opinion which is much needed in this period 
of vague suspicion and groping unrest. .

FROZEN HOSES 
AT BIG 
GLASGOW FIRES. 


TENEMENT HOUSE 
RESCUES, 


FIREMEN LIKE “WHITE 
GHOSTS,” 
a 


The Glasgow Fire Brigade last Saturday 
night had a trying ordeal while on duty at 
two fires, which in one case resulted in 
— persons being removed to the 
infirmary, suffering from the effects of 
smoke and burns. 

The first call was to a cabinet-maker's 
premises in St. James street, Bridgeton, 
in the East End. They found that the 
interior of the brick building was a blazing: 
furnace, the light wood and other material 
falling an easy prey to the flames. 
Immediately adjoining was a Jarge picture 
house, “The King's,” which at the time 
was occupied by 1,400 persons. 


CINEMA AUDIENCE LEAVES. 

The flames had been observed by one of 
the attendants at the picture house, who 
informed the manager. The Brigade was 
summoned, and on their advice the 
manager took steps to yet the large 
audience from the building. Assembling 
his attendants, the manager instructed 
them to proceed from the back of the hall 
to the front in sections, and request the 
people to leave, as there was some trouble 
outside. 

When the patrons reached the street 
they were almost blinded by smoke and 
showers of sparks, but fortunately there 
was no panic, and the hall was cleared 
without mishap. 

In view of the danger several con- 
tingents of the Brigade were summoned 
and soon got the outbreak in band. 


ICICLES ON HOSE-PIPE. 

So intense was the frost that the 
uniforms of the fire fighters became frozen, 
and they appeared like white ghosts as 
they held on to the hose, from which icicles 
were suspended. 

A couple of horses were stabled at the 
back of the building, and two men em- 
ployed at a yarage volunteered to effect 
their rescue. As the door was smashed 
open the firemen soaked the clothes of the 
rescuers, who got the animals out in 
safety. 

Exciting scenes were repeated at a tene- 
ment fire in Kidston street, on the south 
side of the city, which broke out as the 
Brigade were completing their work in the 
east end. ' 'The tenement was. of three 
storeys, ‘with single apartments placed 
close together on a narrow and winding 
stairway. 


TENEMENT RESCUES. 

When the Brigade arrived they found 
the lower Hats in flames, while several. 
women huddled inside were unable to 
escupe. Several firemen dashed through 
the flames and smoke and got them out, 
while later other tenants had to be rescued 
at a considerable risk. 

One family, a man and wife and four 
children, were almost lost during the ex- 
citement. They were indoors behind the 
worst of the flames on the opposite side, 
but the father broke through as the fre- 
men came on the scene. The children 
were handed to the firemen, and one of 
them had to be dragged from a cupboard, 
where he had taken refuge in his fright. 

During the height of the fire eight 
persons whobad been rescued were removed 
to the Victoria Infirmary, where they were 
detained suffering from injuries. They 
were Mr. and Mrs. James Mulhern, and 
their four children ranging in ages from 
nine months to eight years, and Mrs. ~ 
Hanlon and Mrs. Pickles.

MINISTER’S ADVICE 
TO COUNCILS, 


MAKING OF RATES NOT 
TO BE DELAYED.

The following circular letter has been ad 
diessed to County Councils by the Free 
Siute Department of Local Government and 
Public Health :— 

“Tam directed by the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health to state that 
he has had under consideration representa 
tions made to County Councils by the Genera! 
Council of County Councils to the effect that 
the adoption of estimates for the forthcoming 
fnancial year should be postponed pending 
the report of a Committee appointed to enter 
into negotiations with the Executive Council 
of the Government for the stated purpose o! 
exploring means to secure an increase in the 
agricultural grant. Such postponement of 
the adoption of estimates beyoud the Ist 
March next would involve the conurrence ol 
the Minister in a departure from the require 
ments of the Public Bodies Order. The 
Minister desires me to intimate that he 
strongly deprecates any delay in the steps 
requisite to the making of the rate. 

“Councils have already been informed thatthe 
Government will provide for the forthcoming 
financial year an increased agricultural grant 
on the same basis as that allowed for in the 
current year—namely, £1,198,022 in total 
amount. Jt should be clearly understood 
that this represests the maximum relief ad 
missible from national resources under this 
head. ' The financial embarrassments from 
which many Councils are being slowly extri- 
cated have been due largely to delays in past 
vears ‘in’ putting into collection the rates 
needed for actual current outlay. Such delays 
have in numerous instances involved heavy 
charges for overdraft interest, an expenditure 
wholly unproductive. Ratepayers who have 
not had-an ‘opportunity of paying their rates 
at the due time have consequently been un- 
fairly ‘burdened by their proportion of over: 
draft interest.

The Ambassador issued this statement 
after news of the Foreign Office com- 
muniqué bad been received in Washington. 
He termed the situation as a tempest in 
a teapot.

A member of the deputation 
having quoted in the Scotsman the existing 
restrictions on immigrants of Canada and 
Australia, I again put forward the case in 
even stronger terms than before. I stated 
that the action of Canada and Australia was 
unconstitutional and quite contrary to the 
continued existence of the Empire as an 
Empire.’ Every partner nation in the 
Commonwealth is equal, and so long as that 
partner remains in the firm it must play fair 
with the others. 

__The very essence of the partnership is that, 
while every nation is free and unfettered, 
there must be some. binding link; there must 
be some responsible legislative head to which 
all may turn and whose rulings must be 
obeyed. If the Irish Free State were to

CORPORATION AND THE 
SHANNON SCHEME.

Mr. Roome, in opening the case for the 
prosecution, said that Brandreth was charged 
under the Larceny Act of 1916 with having, 
as a director.of a public company, taken and 
appl‘ed for his own use and benefit a sum 
of £43,087, the property of the company. 
That was the amount stated in the warrant, 
but he desired to correct the amount to 
£41 888. ae 

The company, Ner-Sag, Limited, was regis- 
tered with a nominal capital of £50,000, 
divided into 30,000 Ordinary 41 shares and 
20,000 Eight per cent. Non-cumulative Par- 
ticipating Preference shares of £1 each. 

The first directors were Mrs. Brandreth 
(his wife), Mr. Tremaine and Mr. Slight. 
Brandreth was Chairman and Managing 
Director, with a salary of £1,500 a year, plus 
33 per cent. commission on the turnover of 
the company. In addition, he was granted 
an allowance of £1,000 w year for travelling 
expenses. Í 

n March 3, 1926, there was and allotment 
of 25,000 shares to Brandreth fully paid, as 
consideration for the. assignment to the com- 
pany of his ratent, trade marks, good-will 
and fittings.. On August 25, 1927,.the capital 
of the company was increased from ,000 
to £100,000. On October 1, 1927, the com- 
pany purchased from Brandreth the world 
rights of his invention and patent. They had 
already acquired the rights for them for 
Northern Ireland, 

‘There may be some question,’’ said Mr. 


|, Roome, “ as to whether in fact they had not 


already acquired the world rights of this 
invention, but, however that may be, they 
agreed to purchase the world rights for 
£100,000 on October 1, 1927. 

On January 4, 1928, there was an allotment 
of 25,000 shares to Brandreth for cash. He 
was paid out of the £100000 £66,000 in 
cash. There was an important resolution of 
the board on June 21, 1928, to the effect that 
Mr. C. A. Brandreth was given full authority 
of the board to purchase and/or sell securt- 
ties and/or properties of the company on his 
discretion, or to take any action on behalf 
of the company which he might consider it 
advisable when a prompt decision was neces- 
sary. 

SUBSIDIARY COMPANY. 

On July 11, 1928, a subsidiary company. 
named Ner-Sag Overseas, Limited, was 
formed to purchase from the parent company 
the world rights of the invention which the 
parent company had acquired. The object of 
torming Ner-Sag Overseas was that that new 
company should purchase the world rights at 
£125,000, payable in 5s, shares. 

The capital of the new company was 
£250,000 in 5s. shares, and the parent com- 
pany took the purchase price in half a million 
of these shares. Thus the parent company 
retained 360,000 of these half million shares. 
The balance of 140,000 were taken by the de- 
fendant to satisfy the balance of £35,000, 
which was owing to him by the parent com- 
pany for selling the world rights of his in- 
vention to them. 

On December 6 last year a report and 
statement of accounts for the year ended 
December 30, 1928, containing a profit and 
loss account for the year and a balance sheet 
up to December 30, 1928, was published by 
the defendants. It was signed by the com- 
ay Ae auditors, chartered accountants, and 
y the defendant and his wife as directors. 
In that document circulated to the share- 
holders it was stated that the net profit 
earned was £104,166 6s. 7d., and the directors 
recommended that a final dividend of 50 per 
cent., actually making 60 per cent. for the 
year, be paid on the ordinary shares of the 

company. 

“The directors,”’ it was added, “are pleased 
to report that the company makes satisfactory 
progress.

EMANCIPATION CENTENARY. 


At. the Church of St. Francis Xavier, 
Upper Gardiner street, Dublin, the Rev. A. 
Gwynn, S.J., delivered yesterday afternoon 
the first of a series of six lectures on the 
general subject: “The Centenary of 
Catholic Emancipation.’’ The title of the 
first lecture was; “ Ireland and the Catholic 
Faith.”’ 

Quoting the opening words of the Con- 
fession of St. Patrick : “I, Patrick, a sinner, 
am the most ignorant and the least of all 
the faithful, and am despised by many,” 
Father Gwynn claimed that the history of 
Catholic Ireland during the past two cen- 
turies was strangely like the personal his 
tory of her national apostle. A century ago 
Irish Catholics were in a position little 
better t:. the position of St. Patrick when 
he emerged. from captivity and slavery. 
After the long tyranny of-the t’enal Laws, 
they, too, were ‘‘ignorant and least of all 
the faithful, and were despised by many.” 
To-day they could look hack upon a cen- 
tury filled with proofs of the mercy of God 
Like St. Fatrick, they had even been illed 
oy God ‘to bear witness to the Cathdlic 

aith “ to the uttermost parts of the carth.”’ 
The celebration of this Centenary was, there 
fore, primarily u notional act af thanks 
giving for what had been achieved during 
the past hundred years 


It was ‘also a reminder of what Irish 
Catholics had been called upon to suffer for 
their faith since the first coming of the 
Protestant Reformation under Henry VIII. 
The first efforts of Henry to detach Catholic 
Ireland from her allegiance to Rome had 
been followed by a century of savage reli. 
gious persecution, which had given Ireland 
the witness of unnumbered martyrs for 
Christ, That period had been followed by 
@ second period, as long and as bitter in its 
memories, during which successive English 
Protestant governments had used every 
means in their power to degrade and oppress 
the Catholic population of this country. To 


have survived that century of penal legisla- 
tion was in itself a wonder; to have made, 
as Catholic Ireland had made, so astonish- 
ing a www during the past hundred years 
was a miracle due to the action of God's 
grace, 

Her recovery during the paet century has 
corresponded with a no less marvellous 
recovery of the Catholic Church as a whole. 
The position of the Pope to-day as Spiritual 
Head of the Catholic Church is unrivalled 
(the lecturer said) and acknowledged by all; 
even those who yesterday were most eager for 
her undoing are to-day the first to him 
honour. Be aes! rejoices in this’ hour of 
triumph; but she is also proudly conscious 
that a part, at least, of that triumph ie due 
to the heroic constancy of her own children 
in the hour of danger and trial. 

The lecturer concluded by reminding his 
hearers that the memories awakened by the 
Centenary celebrations should not be allowed 
to provoke thoughts of bitterness and revenge. 
The celebrations were wholly religious in 
character, and should be followed in a manner 
worthy of their supernatural faith. The 
noblest completion of the work begun by 
Catholic Emancipation would be the winninh 
back to the Faith of those who were iii 
from them by the. Protestant schism and 
heresy brought to this country by Henry and 
Elizabeth. ‘That wae a work which could only 
be.accomplished by the peace and the charity 
of Christ. 

There was an overflowing congregation.

MANCHESTER MARKETS

THE ADVANCE IN BACON. 
From Our CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
Present Arctic weather conditions are 

having a marked effect on the bacon position. 


The United Steamship Company state that 
owing to ice hindrances the usual weekly 


‘sailings trom Nakskov, Odense and Aaarhuus | 


to Newcastle have been suspended, and the 
goods will have to be diverted to Esbjerg for 
shipment to Newcastle and Leith. While it 
is hoped that the usual sailings from 
Copenhagen to Newcastle and Hull will be 
maintained, according to reports the position 
in that part of Scandinavia is also affected 
by severe climatic conditions. At the weekly 
meeting of the Bacon Committee in Man. 
chester, this week-end, it was decided to 
advance Danish 15s. to 18s., Swedish 16s. to 
19s., and Dutch 17s. to 19s. per cwt, 
according to selection; and Irish 60-70lb. are 
19s., and 70-80lb. 21s., higher. Whether the 
present position will be maintained, remains 
to be seen, but according to one of the 
largest Manchester pig dealers there appears 
to have been a sudden cessation of supplies 
of pigs, and spot prices have advanced 
rapidly in consequence. Taking a general 
‘survey of things the bacon market of late 
has shown irregular movements, and, 
although trade has not been particularly 
active, the present range of quotations :s 
above that ruling last vear. An adverse 
factor of the market has n that too much 
fat and heavy bacon has been imported into 
this country of late, and at the principa! 
distributing centres it has met with only 
limited attention at irregular prices. 
Furthermore, it is reported that the present 
epidemic of illness throughout the country has 
more or less militated against the consump- 
tion of bacon. Recent killings in Denmark have 
been on a smaller scale and it is stated that 
the extremely high prices ruling for maise 
has curtailed the production of pigs in that 
country. ‘The present rates, however, that 
rule for maize are not much above those 
appertaining at this time last year. The 
total killings in Denmark in 1928 amounted 
to 5,250,000 pigs or 250,000 more than in the 
previous year. Lean bacon is obtainable from 
the Baltic States, but imports have been 
exceedingly small, supplies having been 
withheld owing to the very severe wintry 
conditions which prevail on the Continent. 
So far as the butter market is concerned 
there have been few features of interest to 
record this week. The Danish official 
quotation has been wired six kroner lower, 
and spot prices have followed to the extent 
of about 4s. per cwt. It would appear that 
available supplies are quite pa. ays the 
demand. Arrivals of eggs, owing to the 
present severe weather, are very intermittent 
and, in fact, almost unobtainable. Spor 
values are more or less nominal and until 
more favourable climatic conditions prevail 
there is little prospect of supplies increasing. 

At. Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday 
supplies of fat cattle were smaller, a number 
of Welsh beasts being held up on the railway 
by the inclement weather. Arrivals of Irish 
were about equal to the previous week, but 
a slight increase was reported in the dairy 
section. There was again an absence cf 
Jrish sheep and lambs. A good trade was 
experienc for fat stock and the quality 
generally continues fairly satisfactory. Pigs 
were in short supply at the Manchester Pig 
Market at the opening, and the scarcity became 
more pronounced as the week advanced. 
Prices were on the up grade in consequence. 
A steady tone has prevailed in all depart- 
ments at the Manchester Dead Meat Market 
throughout the week, weather conditions 
being favourable to business.

IMPROVEMENTS 


AT WATERFORD 


HARBOUR. 


From Our SPECIAL Corgesronpext. 
CORA, Sunday. 

The indignation of the people of 
Skibbereen has been roused by the de- 
scription of their town in an English 
a I“ pictorial journal as ‘“‘the poorest 
and most squalid town in Ireland.” 
Skibbereen, it is claimed, has always been 
regarded as the capital of the prosperous 
farming district of West Cork, and a 
protest meeting held a few days ago 
passed a resolution calling on the Free 
State Government to forbid the circula- 
tion of the newspaper if an immediate 
withdrawal of the statement were not 
forthcoming. 

Mr. P. Sheehy, solicitor, who presided, 
described the article as a gross pictorial 
libel, an attack on the town, and on the 
Free State generally, which would have 
serious effect on the tourist traffic. 
**Skibbereen,”’ he said, “is not the rort 
of place that has been described,” and 
he reminded them that Thackeray, one 
of the greatest English writers of the last 
century, had visited and found a great 
deal of scenic beauty in and around 
Skibbereen. He could not see what inter- 
national benefit could be gained by such 
misrepresentations of Irish people and 
places. 

Mr. T. Sheehy, T.D.; Mr. F. O'Shea, 
and several other prominent townspeople 
supported the protest, and it was stated 
that, so far as the housing and public 
services of Skibbereen were concerned, 
they would compare very favourably with 
the best to be found in any place of its 
size in any part of England, Scotland or 
the Free State. 


DANGERS TO MORALITY. 


The great dangers of all-night dances 
and evil literature were proclaimed by 
the Roman Catholic Bishop of Cloyne in 
his Lenten Pastoral, in which he stated 
that too frequently the controllers of 
dance-halls were little concerned to safe- 
guard the morals of the young people of 
both sexes who attended these places. 
Intoxicating drink, if not openly on sale, 
was not infrequently easily procurable, 
and the most objectionable feature of all 
was the practice of continuing the dances 
till a late hour at night, when the young 
dancers returned -home in the darkness, 
unaccompanied by parents or guardians. 

The Bishop warns young men and 
women against participating in these 
functions, and urges his flock to abstain 
from reading literature, whether in the 
form of books, novels, magazines or news- 
papers, by which the reverence of the 
people for the priests of their Church and 
for the practices of their religion is 
weakened, their faith imperilled, and 
their innocence too often destroyed. 


WATERFORD HARBOUR. 


It is no exaggeration to state that the 
ford in Waterford Harbour has been one 


_of the greatest obstacles to the progress 


and development of the port, and the 
suggestion that the channel should be 
deepened will receive widespread support 
from the merchants of the city. At 
present it is only at rare intervals that 
vessels of twenty-feur feet draught can 
cross at the ford, and the deepening of 
it would mean regular cross-Channel 
shipping services—at present boats must 
await suitable tides before crossing the 
“bar’’—and would enable larger vessels 
to be brought to Waterford.

AGRICULTURAL REVIVAL. 


Although farmers and others are com- 
plaining of a _ prolonged agricultural 
depression and of the ruinous prices 
obtained for their produce, Mr. W. Dinan, 
at. the, annual meeting of the Cork Incor- 
porated Chamber of Commerce and Ship- 
ping during the week, stated that the 
most important change in cconomic con- 
ditions Baviae 1928 was the rise in the 
index price of agricultural produce, witha 
fall in the index price of manufactured 
goods. The figures compiled by the 
Statistical Branch of the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce must settle this 
controversy, he declared, as they were 
based on the estimated total output of 
every item and the average of the prices 
realised. 

Pointing out that an improvement in 
agricultural prices was of aramount 
importance to a country so predominantly 
agricultural as Ireland, Mr. Dinan said 
that last year farmers. received for their 
products 40 per cent. over pre-war prices 
—an increase of eight per cent. on the 
figures for the preceding twelve months, 
In addition, the prices paid for manufac- 
tured goods declined, and the disparity 
between the prices of agricultural pro- 
ducts and those of manufactured goods 
changed during the year 1928, greatly to 
the advantage of the Free State. 

Mr. Dinan went on to say that. the 
people of this country must co-operate 
with the Government and encourage the 
most enterprising of their farmers in every 
effort that they made to improve the 
quality, and thereby the price, of agricul 
tural goods. ‘‘We must endeavour to 
improve, or, at least, maintain, the sg 
sent relative price Jevel of our chief 
industry,” he said. ‘‘ We must not be 
content with the present reduced adverse 
balance on our foreign trade; we must 
make it disappear, We must not be 
content with the development of our 
industries ; we must endeavour to expand 
them until. they. absorb our surplus 
population, and in this, the only, way 
dam the flow of our young people to 
America.”’ 


THE IRISH QUALIFICATION. 


Although Mr. W. Stack, a member of 
the Waterford Mental Hospital Com- 
mittee, is himself a fluent Irish speaker, 
he is not in favour of the provision under 
the Public Bodies Act compelling candi- 
datés for public positions after June next 
to have a satisfactory knowledge of Irish. 
At the last meeting of the committee he 
objected to the clause being inserted in 
an advertisement for a vacancy in’ the 
attendant staff next month. ‘* The last 
teacher of Irish is dead for the past hun- 
dred vears,” he said, and he added that 
even some of the best Irish speakers in 
the country did not know a word of the 
language properly.

POLICEMEN AND OVER.-. 
CROWDED ’BUSES. 


The question whether a policeman should 
turn “a blind eye” to an overcrowded ’bus 
in certain circumstances was discussed in tho 
Dundalk District. Court,.. when. Edward 
O'Hare, driver of a "bus, was charged with 
permitting overcrowding. 

The "bus was stopped near Dundalk on 
Christmas Eve by Guard Allen, who found 
thirty-two pasengsers in it, though the *bus 
was only licensed to carry seventeen. When 
the vehicle was stopped it was explained to 
the guard that a second "bus had been en- 
gaged in Dubiin to take half the passengers, 
Lut this had breken down, and in corrobora- 
tion of this the second ’bus came along al- 
most empty shortly afterwards. 

Mr. Teevan urged that no summons should 
hove been brought in the circumstances.. This 
was Christmas Eve,.and it would have been a 
terrible thing to have left people for an 
al fresco rest on the Dublin road. 

Justice Geoff said that there was the ques- 
tion of the safety of the public, and - Mr. 
Teevan replied that the public safety was 
quite well guarded when the old maxim that 
tie best policeman always had a blind eye 
prevailed. He urged, further, that the con- 
ductor should have been summoned ‘and: not 
the driver, who was caged in his seat, and 
had no opportunity of seeing how many 
necple were in the ‘bus, 

The Justice said that the driver was the 
man who had the final: word, and if he re- 
fused to drive when.a ’bus was overcrowded 
there would be no offence committed. “Tn 
the circumstances of the present case he dis- 
missed the summons on payment of the police 
expenses.

THEFTS FROM DANCE 
HALLS. 


JUSTICE ON LACK OF 
SUPERVISION. 

“ There is a great laxity in the conduct of 
these dance halls, and lack of supervision is 
responsible fw this and a lot of other 
things.” said District Justice Goff at Dun- 
dalk District Court, when he bound over a 
young labourer, Bernard Daly, of Derrycamil, 
on a charge of stealing an overcoat and a 
scarf, 

Michael Gernon, the owner of the coat and 
scarf, said that while he was playing cards in 
Darver Hibernian Hall during a dance he 
missed his coat and scarf. The coat was 
later found in the place where defendant 
worked. 

Daly said that he had lost three or four 
overcoats. He had been at a dance, and 
when he went to look for his overcoat it was 
gone. The other coat was on the rack, and 
he took it, thinking its owner had taken his 
coat by mistake. ere was no person par- 
ticularly in charge of the coats at the dance, 
and, though he had been in Castlebelling- 
ham that night, he did not report the matter 
to the Guards. 

The Justice said that there were suspicious 
circumstances in the case, and he that 
the people in charge of these dance halls 
would keep a close eye on the halls, both in 
regard to property and otherwise. 


INFLUENZA IN DERRY. 
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BUSY DOCTORS. 

Dr. McCurdy wrote to the Derry Guardians 
last Saturday stating that, as the influenza 
epidemic bad not abated to any appreciable 
extent, he asked the Board to appoint Dr. 
Boyle .to assist him in the dispensary work 
for another. period of two weeks. The Board 
agreed, and the temporary assistant dispenser 
was appointed for another week. ' 

'The Clerk reported that when Dr. Allison, 
medical officer for Claady, took il, he had 
to ask ten doctors before he got Dr. Keobane, 
of Limavady, to act during Dr. Allison’s 
illness, all the other doctors being unable to 
undertake the work. Dr. Keohane agreed to 
do the work at eight guineas a week, Tho 
Board approved of the payment of this fee. 
The Derry Executive Sanitary Officer, in 
his monthly report to the Corporation, states 
that the average annual death-rate for tho 
past four weeks in the County Borough was 
27.7 per 1,000 of the population, as against 
21.9 for the corresponding period of last year. 
Thirteen of the ninetv-six deaths were duc to 
influenza.

GAS VERSUS ELECTRICITY. 


LIGHTING OF BERRY 
WORKHOUSE, 
The Londonderry Board of Guardians last 
Saturday received a letter from the Gas Coin. 
pany referring to the recent report of the 
Northern Government’s Inspector, Major 
Brush, in which he stated that the installa- 
tion of electric light would be more economic 
than gas in the institution. The comps:py 
described this as misleading, and inaccurate ; 
for according to the officials of the Nationa! 
Gas Council, whose attention was drawn to 
the report, electricity would have to be sup- 


plied at 14d. per unit to compete with gas 
at the price charged to the Guardians. In 
1921 the gas supplied to the workhouse cost 
£221, and now it cost £88 a year. 

As one of the largest ratepayers the com- 
pany protested at ony suggested expenditure 
of public money on the mere suggestion of a 
Government official, without any attempt to 
prove that the expenditure of such money 
would be of ultimate benefit to the rate- 


payers.
